ked againe : andindiſdaining the re- 
buke of the godly whicheinthe zeale 
of his ſoule, I this ſinne of finnes hee 
giueth,we ſpit on him againe and con 
temteouſly mock & deride him again, 
How commeth it to paſle the deuillfo 
preuaileth, thatfor cuerietrifling oc- 
cafion: we vomite vp ſuchexecrable 
othes againſt the harmlefſe andinno- 
centlambe of God, in whoſe precious 
bloud and holie woundes the finnes of 
the whole worldare couered from the 
wrath ofhis father, alaſſe how happe» 
neth it that that bleſled bodie, whiche

vnnaturall paracydes teare and pull 
in peeces his bleſſed members on 
earth, yea and martir him in more 
deſpitefull maner then the vnbelce- 
uing Iewes .

his goſpell, to ſweare by ought that * 


god made,yea by theleaſt heare ofour 
hed, bicaule(for fo it yeeldeth y reaſs) 
we can make neither of them white or 
blacke, but what is forbidden vs that 
molt willinglie we doo. 

The inſtruments, yea the curſſed in- 
ſtruments,wherewith ſatan prouoketh 
vs to offer ſuche violence againſte our 
Chriſt, Is cards and dice, wluch thogh 
for recreation they may in decent ſort 
be vſed, yet a wiſeman was of opinion 


that no wiſe man oughte to vie them, 


were it for oughtor naught, bicauſe 


they are the verie elements and firſte 
beginners of this blaſphemic. For 


 Whenthe games will not frame in ſort 


as we deſire: andifthe plaie thatis of- 
fered vs, be not as ſquare as the die, but 
through the one and the other we are 
without further triall of lawe, diſpoſ- 
{cfled of our proper right, then doo we 

- curſſe 
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curſſe and ban, ſweare and fare, yea 
. withvarietie of othes (which are thun. 
dered forth with all aſperitie) we blaſ- 
hemethe bleſſed bodie and pretious 
þloud of our deare Sauiour, reputinge 
itbut a ſport or atleaſt a pettie offenſe 
ſoto doo: and he that can moſteterri- 
bly teare him, we haue in higheſt eſti- 
| mation, and without he can ſo doo, he 
1s too too [1mple to be a gameſter, naie 
iffuch aone looſe (as commonly thoſe 
that pertaines to Goddes eleftion ſel- 
dome winne, bicauſe by their loſſes he 
would weane them from it) it will be 
faidhe looſeth for want ofſwearing,8: 
with ſuch words of contempt be open 
liederided: As onceTheard y a your 
tleman in name though (otherwiſe in 
condition)the dice bereauing him of 
more money then ſtood with his pati- 
ence toloſe)ſhould burſt forth into a 
maruellous great outrage of ſwearing 
and impatiencie, amongſt the refte of 
whoſe blaſphemous othes, hee ſware 
ſome fearful & vnacuſtomed oth which 
greatlie offended the eares of a kinſma 
D.2, of 
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of his, that reprooued him in this man 
ner: O coſin (ſaith he) what madnefle 
moueth thee {o to blaſpheme thy god, 
beyonde the meaſure of all that euer 
yet blaſphemed him; be ſorie for thy 
faulc,8 God forgiue thee: vnto which 
he replied, let him never forgiue mee, 
forIſware it willinglie. 1 wondered 
greatlic at hisreplie, but I wondered 
more,y God in his juſt & ſeuere iudge 
ment againſt ſinne, (eſpeciallie of fo 
odious a nature) did not open the bo- 
wels ofthe earth toſwallowe him vp 
quicke as he did Chore, Dathan, and 
Abiron. But wonderfull yea and vn- 
ſpeakeableis the greatnes of thy mer- 
cie and long ſuftering O Lord, which 
dovelt permit vile duſte and aſhes to 
abuſe thy ſacred Godhead andalmigh 
tie Maicktie : how vnſearchable is the 
depth of thy patience, that canſt en= 
dure {o to be prouoked, and howe vn- 
ſpeakeable is the brutiſh boldneſle of 
mans harr, that dare preſurre {otopro 
uoke thee.

O 
no, it ſtands not with Gods iuſtice (if 
thou preuent it not by repentance) ſo 
to acquit thee , Excuſe thele faultes 
how thou canſt, they are vtterly inex- 
cuſeable, wilt thou anſwer it as thou 
art woonr ?andfaye it is good to haue 
the name of the Lord alwaies1n mind 
and the bloud of Chriſt ſtill in remem 
brance, or when thy brother charita- 
bly rebukeththee for ſwearing by him 
wilt thou replie (as often thou doveſt) 
what haſt thou to doo with the man or 
the matter, I ſweare by no friende of 
thine ? if ſo thou wilt,thy will be doon; 
but heereof I can aſſure thee, that that 
wiltull will of thine,which is ſo repug- 
nantto Gods holie will, will in con- 
cluſion procure thy damnation. Ir is 
D.3J. god 
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od indeed to haue the name of the 
Lordalwaies in mind (as thou ſaieſt) 
and the bleſſed bloud of Chriſt everin 
remembrance as thou alleageſt, but it 
isnot goodto haue it in ſo euilla man- 
ner; naiefarre better it were,that thou 
neuer name him or thinke ypon him, 
than ſo to name him or remember 
him. 

But remember thou the feareful ex- 
ample of Senacherib kinge of Aſhur, 
mentioned in the xviii. and xix, chap- 
rers ofthe ſecond booke of Kings,who 


for that he blaſphemed the God of Iſ- 


rae], and with an hie hand & outſtret- 
ched arme oppoſed himſelfe againſie 
him and againſt his ſeruant Hezekiah, 
king of Iuda,was firſt bereft of an hun 
dred foure ſcoreand fiue thouſand (ol 
diars of his campe;, by the viſitation of 
an angell, at what time hee beſieged 
Hezckiah and his cittie Ieruſalem,and 
after murdered by Adramelech and 
Snarezer his owne ſonnes, as hee was 
in the temple worſhipping Niſroch 
his god, The great us, in 2 

Ort

ſort, breathing out blaſphemie in the 
pride of his heart againſt the Lord of 
hoſts, was ſmitten with an incureable 
and inuincible plague, for euen with 
the fault, a remedileſle and peerelefle 
paine ofthe bowels, and fore tormets 
ofthe inward parts came vpon him, 8 
was throwne from his chariot in the 
{wift courſe thereof in ſuch ſort,that al 
the mernbers of his bodie were ſore 
bruſed with the fall; whereof it follo- 
wed that wormes came out of the bo-

aboundance, and whileſt hee was yet
